From 1896 till today his over- 
bearing and despotic character has de- 
veloped in such a manner that today 
he is not restrained by the most rudi- 
mentary rights of citizenship, or by 
the conscience which shudders at in- 
iguity, or, to say it at once, by respect 
even for the property of the ‘nation, 
which he has made his own, and which 
he has disposed of as any farmer dis- 
poses of his own possessions. 

“Zelaya has subjected all to the 
caprice of ‘hig will and his insatiable 
avarice, breaking the constitution and 
the laws with a recklessness which 
causes horrors, and in the form of 
monopolies and concessions imposed 
with striking coolness, he has checked 
the natural and written right of citi- 
zens, from that of freely passing with- 
out obstacles through the country, to 
the indispensable one of freely toiling 
for bsistence. Zelaya has raised 
robbety to the category of a principle 
of government, and it has been for the 
last ten years the only number of his 
administrative programme. 

“Monopolies of tobacco, of liquor, of 
treasury paper, of navigation on the 
lakes and in the rivers, concessions of 
butchering, of fishing, of rubber, 
mines, pearls, * horrible defalca- 
tions in the public treasury, foreign 
and interior Joans formulated in the 
name of the nation for his own purse, 
the customhouses free to his accom- 
plices and a thousand other infamies 
which have exhausted the strength of 
Nicaraguans, grievously paralyzed the 
national progress and exti ished all 
that may be like idea of liberty.”

RIVER BLOCKS 
EXPLORATION. 


New Problems Presented for 
Engineers. 


The erratic Colorado has done what 
Watchers of the river suspected it a 
year ago of intending to do. it has 
changed its course in Baja California 
and is flowing to the gulf trough 
the channel of the Hardy, leaving its 
oid bed about twenty miles below Yu- 
ma and inundating a large area. of 
Gelta land west of the old! channel and 
South of the divide that marks the an- 
clent shore of the Salton Basin. 

But for man's interferentre, the Colo- 
rado would now be pouring its floo* 
through the Alamo and New River into 
Salton Sea, a flagrant contempt of the 
United States District Court. The levee 


built last year from the base of Black | 


Butte across New River; where it 
leaves Volcano Lake, turgs the water 
southward into the Hardy. If that 
levee had not been built, About nalt of 
the flood would come down New River, 
wash out the flume. and leave the west 
Side without water for ifrigaticn. 
The Black Butte levee and the Bow- 
gate constitute the qnly effective 
unction against a permanent sub- 
mergence of the salt works now at the 
bottom of the sea.

Certained by a party of explorers that 
left Calexico on the 13th inst, ana 
spent a week in the flooged forest oi 
mesquite and willows. The members 
of the party were Chief Engineer F 
C. Herrimann and Roy Kincaid of the 
California Development Cpmpar.y, Su- 
perintendent C. K. Clarke of water 
company No. 1, Supervisor ‘McHarg, 
Harold Bel!

The river has made new channels 
through the woods and is obstructed 
frequentiy by drifting timber and 
overhanging trees.

MEXICO’S CRATER LAKES. 


Beauty Spots Superior to Anything 
Found Elsewhere in the 
World. 


[Mexican Herald: The mere wor 
„rater lake” carry with them a ch 


vated, and up to the very rim of the 
craters one walks or rides through 
eultivated fields of maize, 

La Alberca is one of the, lowest of 
the craters, and on one side a portion 
of the crater wall has fallen away, 
so that the approach is very easy. A 
short climb, and as one rises over “he 
edge one of the most beautiful views 
in Mexico is spread out. Half a mile 


wall, and down bélow it is the green- 
est of lakes, calm as a plate of glass, 
and perh the tiny boat which plies 
the lake is on the opposite side, close 
below the «teep walls which rim it. 
These. walls, which rise nearly a hun- 
dred feet above the surface of the 
lake, are part of the native rock,

The background 
of a towering peak, one of the Seven 
Candles, rises a short distance away, 
and in the great hollow of the crater 
crowds of hundreds can be lost, and 
not a murmur but the echo of one's 
own voice from across the crater near- 
ly a mile away is heard. 

The calm restfulness of a crater 
lake is unlike anything in the world. 
One finds lakes and solitary pools in 
forests or mountain fastnesses, and 
the caim there is akin to witchery. 
but they are stirred sometimes by 
passing breezes. and the trees will 
wave above in the wind. But in a 
crater lake there is not a breath that 
will stir it, and even a stone cast into 
its bosom creates ripples that seem as 
though they would be swallowed ere 
they are born. Peace is a word with- 
out a meaning until one lies slient on 
the slope of such a crater with such a 
lake at his feet. K 

The most famous crater lakes in the 
world are at the Eifel, in Germany, 


and at Nemi, in Itely, but here in 
Mexico there is Valle te Santiago, 
which rivals both these, as Mexico 


has so many beauties that equal or 
surpass the gems of Zurope or the 
Rockies, |

ants of the public. Easy access to those in official 
9 4 is a prime necessity for good government. 


‘reasonable and just public servant has always 


both ears wide open for advice coming from any 


reputable citizen. On the other side, it is not sur- 


prising that the official rebels when his office is be- 
siegel by a crowd seeking to give positive dictation 
to the official servant, using threats to enforce 
demands. 


There are very few officials elected by the Amer- 


ican people to fill public positions who are not 
accessible to any individual or any body of citizens. 


Indeed, if there is any fault to be found with the 


office-holder (generally à politician) it is that he 


is tee much under the influence of public clamor. 


He often forgets what is right in order to pay 
prompt attention to what may be a passing popu- 
lar prejudice. 


But when it comes to a City Council, being beset 


at every session by the members of any clique or 


tion, no matter how estimable these men 


may be, when these visitors hand to the City Coun- 
cil or the Board of Supervisors a law with a posi- 
tive insistence that it be passed just as it comes 
from their hends, or the names of appointees to 
office: with the same kind of positive demand for 
instant action, our sympathies must become enlisted 
for the office-holde 


r. 

Whether it is before the City Council or the 
Board of Supervisors, the citizens have a right to 
present their case, to offer their advice and sug- 
gestion, but it seems to us that when this is done 
and a sense of propriety demand the with- 


drawal of the citizen or the committee to leave the 


decision with the officials. Otherwise they are 
simply figureheads and their daties are performed 
not by themselves under their oaths of office, but 
by irtesponsible citizens not elected to attend to 
anything and representing nobody, or by a com- 
mittee representing a self-constituted body not 
authorized by the great body of citizenship tor per- 
form any act. It appears to us that the statement 


of the: case makes the proprieties very clear. When- 


ever any citizen or any representative of any or- 
ganization undertakes to force any policy or any 


appointment on a duly-constituted official body, it is 


not only human nature, but absolute propriety for 
the offcial body to stand upon its rights. 


ENGIGHTENING THE EFFETE RAST. 


he Chicago Tribune has undertaken a big 


task Which can not fail to do much good to the 


West. This enterprising journal will set up ‘in 
Chicago, with the aid of the United States gov- 
rie a an exposition of the products of the soil 
from Great West, particularly illustrating the 
benefits of irrigation and dry farming. The pur- 
pose of this exhibition is to draw the attention of 
the people of the great middie section of the 
country back to the land and to the opportunities 
in the cultivation of the land lying everywhere 
ready for men to enter in and occupy all through 
the gteat Rocky Mountain and interior valley’ 


This exhibition will be held in the Chicago Col- 
iseum between November 20 and December 4, of 
the present year. The plans have all been ar- 
ranged and the work of gathering the exhibit will 
be pushed ahead in order to have the matter on 
hand for the opening day. Secretary Ballinger 
hag leut his aid energetically to this great under- 
taking and Robert P. Cross, secretary of the United 
States Land and Irrigation Exposition, has gone 
all through the West arranging for the great dem- 
onstration to be laid before the eyes of the people 
of the Central States. There will be an exhibit 
under the auspices of the geological survey, one 


under the direction of the land office, another 


under the forestry service. The patent office will 
take part. The exhibit will cover everything from 
the Mississippi River westward to the Pacific 
Coast, up into Alaska, and will also embrace the 


| Hawaiian Islands. 


There will be some novel features in this exhi- 
bition. | Miss Geneva Brown was formerly an 
artist at Kansas City, Mo. She abandoned her 
pallette and paint brush, her pencil and eraser, and 
took ta farming. Her home is in the Texas pan- 


handle, near Delhart, where she manages a farm 


of 320 acres of land, using dry farming methods 
in cultivating the tract. She says, herself: “Grit 
and hatd work is the secret of successful dry farm- 


ing. Cultivate on the intensive plan, put in just 


so much acreage as you feel sure you. will be able 
to cultivate carefully and constantly, plow deep 
frequently, bringing up from below and mixing 
well with the surface, sandy loam and heavier sub- 
soils which underlie all this region to the end 
that hümus is given to the sandy top soil and 
quality of resistance to the action of spring winds 
is added thereby.” 

Mr. Cross, who is secretary of the exposition, 
calls attention to the well-known fact that a desire 
to rye piece of land is inherent in the human 
race.

Mr. Cross says this impulse “is keener today than 


at any time in the history of the country. Every

To the Missouri River now 
and fat beyond it the Middle States, as these have 
become, are thoroughly well filled. Those who de- 
sire to secure a piece of mother earth and not 
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a title already must to the Rocky Mountam 
regions and the vall beyond.

Where we irrigate we put the water on the ground 
just at the very time that it is needed, when it will 
do the largest amount of good and no harm. We 
keep the water off of our lands when the crops 
are ripe and harvest time has come and cure them 
in absolute certainty that the clouds will not inter- 
rupt us in our process. We have no scurrying to 
rake up hay into cocks when the clouds lower. We 
never get our wheat wet or our corn frozen on the 
cob. 


We can see great benefits to accrue to the moun- 


tain States, and those in the valleys beyond the 
Rockies and to the .Pacific Coast, beyond the 
Sierras, in this exhibition at Chicago. It will be 
the part of wisdom for all sections of this moun- 
tain, inter-mountain and coast region to contribute 
to the success of the Chicago Tribune’s show in 
November and December. 


ERIAL FLEETS.

We 
find that the United States stands second on the 
list, France alone leading us. | 


The principa! powers own thirty-six dirigibles and 


seventy-six aéroplanes in active use. The French 
government possesses nine dirigible and twenty- 
seven aéroplanes, a total of thirty-six, thus 
leading the world. But the United States is a 
fairly close second with seven dirigibles and seven- 
teen aéroplanes, a total of twenty-four. Germany 
is next with ten of one class and six of the other, 
while Great Britain, fourth on the list, can only 
boast of three dirigibles and six aéroplanes. Italy 
appears on the list below Belgium, with only three 
and two respectively, and it is this fact which 
worries Prince Scipio Borghese, who has gone to 
the trouble of presenting the fact to the cham- 
ber of deputies at Rome in the hope that his coun- 
try will get a move on and strive to emulate 
| ce. 


It appears from further information furnished by 
the Prince that the United States is only third in 
the score of dirigibles under construction. In this 
respect both France and Germany are ahead. But 
we need not worry. When the right time comes 
Uncle Sam will be leading the procession, That's 
a way he has. 


EALTH AND LONGEVITY. 
Ten thousand deaths a year in the city of 


Greater New York from tuberculosis! Un the 
register of the Board of Health of that city 48,000 
cases of tuberculosis and 28,000 of these receiving 
no médical attendance, either in their homes or in 
hospitals, 20,000 cases lost sight of in the last 
thpee years and their fate unknown! Is that not 
en appalling record for a single city in the United 
States, even although it be the largest of them all? 


„Now over against this we have the general 


statement made recently by a physician of con- 
siderable renown to the effect that taking the whole 
country through the period of human life is increas- 


ing and has been deing so for the last three genera- 


tions. It is urged that by further care in many 


matters relating to health the present span of 
human iife, which is over the average of past 


ages, may be increased one-third. It is the opinion 
of the physician in question that by a considerably 
long extended course of carefulness about health 
and diet the span of human life may be lengthened 
to 150 years. . 


That the physician is right is beyond controversy. 
In spite of the great travel and the speed at which 
people move on trains and in automobiles, the 


death rate by accident is jess than when our great- 
grandfathers moved with such deliberate pace in 
wagons. The houses we dwell in are more sanitary 


than those of the past, our clothing is more suited 
to our needs, and all the habits of our life tend 


to prolong the years of our existence. 


Much has been done in the past to banish dis- 
ease. The epidemics that formerly swept over 
various countries of the world are little heard of in 


our time. We have nothing like the prevalence of 


the black plague at Athens in ancient days, nor 
like the plague at London which Defoe makes so 
vivid in his romance. ‘The cholera prevails much 
less in eastern and central Europe than a couple of 
generations ago, and scarcely a case of this dread 
disease is known in western Europe. It is almost

The fruit is not handled at the pre- 
cooler, but is packed as usual at the 
At each end of a re- 
frigerator car isan ice box extending 


shipping point. 
from the floor to the roof, with per- 


forated walls protected by wire net- 
‘ting, so that the contents of the car get 
the benefit of the cool air that passes 
over the ice, and the drippings of the 
ice are drained from the bottom When 
the fruit is packed at different stations 
it is always hot. It has no chance to 


get cool, for as soon as it is picked 
it is put into crates and baskets and 
hauled to the railway station in a 
Wagon exposed to the rays of the sun. 
All of this heat is taken into the car, 
and the ice only serves to keep the 
temperature down, but, does not cool 
the fruit. Now it is proposed to run 
each fruit car into a 
compressed air force the warm air out 
of the car and draw the heat from the 
fruit. This will lover the temperature 
of the fruit as well as the air of the 
car to a degree which will prevent rip- 
ening or decay. When heat is expelled 
from fruit decomposition ceases, and 
the fruit remains in the exact cond!- 
tion it was when picked. By using the 
precooler, it is argued, fruit may be 
permitted to remaiu on the trees longer 
than at present, and therefore ripen 
naturally instead of 1 the baskets

In connection with the 1 at 
Roseville the Southern Pacific Com- 
peny has erected one of the largest 
artificial ice plants known, with a ca- 
pacity of 2000 cakes of ice of 300 pounds 
each per 
average stock of ice on hand is not 
less than 12,000 of these cakes, and at 
one time there were 76,000 cakes, weigh- 
ing 200 pounds each, in the warehouse. 

The cakes are piled up in even rows 
like cord-wocd, and as fast as they are 
needed for icing the refrigerator cars 
they are hoisted by elevators to an 
inclined platform 900 feet 
which they reach the
